There 
had been very few changes in cab- 
inet posts during previous ‘years. 

The changes saw Tom Adams 
succeed R. A7 Gray as Secretary of 
State. Adams was the fifth man in 
80 years to take over that post. 
The same year Doyle E. Conner 
took over the post of Commission- 
er of Agriculture, the seventh oc- 
cupant of that office. 

The rate of change has been ac- 
celerated since. The elevation of 
Attorney General Richard Ervin to 
the State Supreme Court gave 
James W. Kynes the appointment 
as Attorney General. Kynes, in 
turn, was succeeded by Earl Fair- 
cloth due to the election victory 
last year. Now, the death of Lar- 
son means that another new face 
will soon be ‘seen at Cabinet meet- 
ings.
